Adobe Bouses. 


The adobe houses of Arizona and New 


detico are not built from ignorance, 
but from a regard to comfort. They 
ire, for that climate, the warmest in 
winter and in summer the coolest that 
jan be constructed. The adobe is only 
mud made of the loamy clay; the bricks 
are about sixteen inches long by nine or 
en in width and eight in thickness. 
?hey are aun dried, and after the house 
s begun and the walls are reared to a 
leight of two or three feet they are left 
or a week in order to dry, the process 
if building and waiting continuing till 
he house is constructed. 


Then the walls are plastered within, 
he roof put on, and the house left for 
wo or three weeks before the occupants 
move in. The small cost and little 
rouble with which an adobe lioufce can 
be built, together with its superior com- 
ort, render it the favorite structure in 
ropical North America, and a long time 
will elapse before it is superseded either 
>y wood, brick or stone.—Interview in 
3t. Louis Globe-Democrat.

One of the most remarkable duels over 


tought, perhaps, took place in 1803 be- 
iweea two Frenchmen. Of conrso the 
quarrel arot,e about a lady—a certain 
Mile. Tirevev—who, it appears, was un- 
able to decide on which of the two she 
preferred. She finally found a way out 
of the difficulty by promising to marry 
whichever of them worsted the other. 
They thought over the matter in a calm 
and judicial spirit for a month, and at 
the end decided to fight a duel in the 
ajr, Accordingly two. balloons were 
made exactly aliftfi, ftnd upon the ap- 
pointed day each soared aloft, accom- 
panied by his second. 


They were each armed with a blun- 


derbuss, the agreement being that they 
were to fire, not at each other, but at 
the balloons. They arose to the height 
of half a mile, and then the preconcert- 
(Bd signa^ wa» given. 
One fired and 


missed; the other followed suit with 
mpre disastrous' pfcect' fife hit his QD- 
poflent's balloon, which instantly col- 
lapsed, with the result tl»£t the occu-- 
pants of '"ie car were dashed to the 
earth with frightful rapidity and in- 
-tantly killed.—St. Louis Republic. 


Tlie Elephant Among the Egyptians. 
The (Sarthagjnjftns appear to have 


tamed the African elephant—a feat now 
regarded as impossible. On the othep 
hand, Thothmes HI encountered a herd 
of 120 eiephants in Mesopotamia, and 
shows an elephant as part of his Asiatic 
spoils. Possibly the Assyrians may even 
at that early period have obtained ele- 
phants from India. The Persians used 
them at Arbela, and the Greeks brought 
ciieiw to Pnlestine, as Pyrrhus (unless in- 
deed his elephants wore African) did J» 
Italy. 
Bat the range of the Asiatic elephant 


may have been wider in early times than 
it now is, for it survived with the rhi- 
noceros In Honan down to 600 B. C. The 
elephant is correctly represented on the 
black obelisk of Shalmanezer II (860-825 
B. C.) with the rhinoceros; and other 
Bactrian and Indian animals, notably 
monkeys, occur on Assyrian bas-reliefs. 
—Scottish Review.
